he numbers are striking: the 
T= recent figures show there 

have been more than 15,000 
cases of AIDS reported in Canada. 
Almost 11,000 Canadians have 
died from AIDS. Even more fright- 
ening than what we know is what 
we don’t know: we don’t know 
how many HIV-positive people 
there are, but the Laboratory 
Centre for Disease Control esti- 
mates the number of undiagnosed 
HIV-positive cases in Canada in 
the tens of thousands. 

So whether you're doing it to 
help spread awareness or to raise 
money, the Edmonton AIDS Walk 
is an important event. 

Being held at Kinsmen Park 
Sept. 27, the walk serves to raise 
funds for the AIDS Network of 
Edmonton, the Edmonton Persons 
Living with HIV Society: Living 
Positive, the Interfaith Association 
on AIDS and the Feather of Hope 
Aboriginal AIDS Prevention 
Society. 

Last year, 1,400 participants rais- 
ed an impressive $83,000. 

“This is definitely our biggest 
fund-raising event of the year,” 
said Krista Lux, AIDS Network vol- 
unteer and walk co-ordinator. 

The seven-km walk begins at 
noon Sept. 27. Pledge forms can be 
picked up at Starbucks, Safeway, 
Aldo, Le Chateau, Pegabo, the 
Royal Bank and several shops 
along Whyte Avenue, 124th Street 
and Jasper Avenue.

Gregg, a musician and busker, 
usually uses his hat to collect 
coins while he plays guitar. On 
Monday he threw that hat into the 
election race, announcing his can- 
didacy for the mayor's chair. Dur- 
ing an interview with SEE, Gregg 
explained he's running his "quest" 
("Campaign is a war term. This is a 
quest," he says) in an unusual man- 
ner. 

For starters, his election signs 
will be untraditional: Gregg says 
hockey sticks with plastic bags 
twist-tied to them will represent 
his "quest" for office. 

The signs resemble flags of sur- 
render and have practical purpos- 
es, he said. 

"For anyone who really needs a 
hockey stick for their kid who 
can't afford it, they can take it," he 
said. 

"And if someone is walking their 
dog and needs a bag, they can use 
it. Or, if you are walking your dog 
and want to take a break, you can 
throw your leash around it and 
that will hold your dog there." 

In the inner city, residents could 

use the bags to collect discarded 
syringes and condoms — cleaning 
the city and making the streets a 
little bit safer, he says. 
If elected, Gregg says he'd treat 
the mayor's role honorably. He 
sees the mayor's job as one that 
requires the ability to build 
bridges.

"I consider the mayor to be the 
senator of the city.

The first one is easy, although 
about a century ago it would have 
been hard to convince the man on 
the street that somebody who 
recorded things that already exist- 
ed was an artist. If you’re having 
difficulty with (b), you probably 
haven’t watched enough documen- 
taries; but a viewing of Marco and

artistry that goes into the 
trade. It’s an immensely stylish, 
two-hour world tour of the night- 
club scene at the end of the ’90s. 
And it’s all about (c). 

“When we started telling people 
we were doing a film on DJs, 
everyone reacted the same: 
‘Why?!’,” laughed Mauro La Villa, 
one of the 26-year-old pair of twins 
from Montreal behind Hang the 
DJ. “The fact is, DJs are the rock 
stars of our times — and also the 
Beethovens and Mozarts.” 

This, about the guys (and gals) 
who stand up there and scratch 
records all night. Mauro admits he 
was skeptical to start with, too, 
but his global exploration of dance 
culture and DJ evolution showed 
him some revealing trends. 

“DJ artistry has followed the 
exact same pattern as rock ‘n’ 
roll,” he explained, “but instead of 
the electric guitar, the instrument 
is the turntable.” 

Before the documentary and 
before film school, Marco and 
Mauro thought DJ music was “bub- 
ble-gum music. You know, crap.” 
In 1993 however, they opened up 
their uncle’s restaurant after-hours 
as a nightclub to help pay their 
way through film school. “All the 
DJs showed up, we got to know 
them, we got to understand them.” 


Identical except for their 
watchbands (at least to us), 
Montreal filmmakers Mauro, 
left, and Marco La Villa took 
on the task of documenting 
some of DJ culture’s 
hotspots for their full-length 
debut, Hang the DJ. 


Even then, lensing a documen- 
tary didn’t occur to them right 
away. “After film school, we were 
going to develop a narrative fea- 
ture project with Sam Grana (Boys 
of St. Vincent) as producer. It was 
meetings, meetings, meetings — 
but no film. Eventually, Marco sug- 
gests we make a documentary on 
the Wu Tang Clan, in the mean- 
time. ‘Picture the DJ shots,’ he 
said. And it grew out of that.” 

Hang the DJ is about those DJ 
shots., This series of well-crafted 
images uses the colors and sounds 
of the clubs as backdrops and 
places the DJs — not the music 
they spin — in the spotlight. And 
while it returns to the same ques- 


tion over and over again — Is the 
DJ an artist? — it doesn’t force an 
answer on you: It presents a num- 
ber of perspectives although a lot 
of them demand a grain of salt. 

The film’s opening is almost too 
slick: a red-tinted, “killer’s eye 
view” camera heaves its way off 
the street, into the club and comes 
to rest on a turntable. From there 
on in, the La Villa brothers take 
their stylistic cues from the heady 
confusion of the nightclubs, and 
while the result is a bit more 
coherent than a music video, it has 
that same reckless visual effect. 

It’s their first film project out of 
school so naturally it uses every 
trick in the book, as well as one or 






two from the filmmakers’ own col- 
lection. But the La Villas under- 
stand that-bells and whistles are 
never what turn a documentary 
into art, so they curb their excite- 
ment long enough to let us into the 
world of the DJs, to meet the char- 
acters that lurk there 

A great documentarian knows 
how to present the film’s subjects, 
to make them far more absorbing 
than any fictional creation. Hang 
the DJ possesses a wealth of char- 
acters — and the greatest ones are 
not the DJs, they’re the fans. 

“Junior is a bitch!” says a bald 
drag queen at the film’s outset, 
referring to Junior Vasquez of New 
York’s Soundfactory. “He’s a bitch,

providing any coherent history of 
DJs. It begins to tell the story o 
Larry Levan of New York’s Para- 
dise Garage, perhaps the godfather 
of today’s techno and electronica 
movements. But it never provides 
a chronology or a family tree. An 
awful lot of musical terms are also 
thrown around — house, hip hop 
scratch, acid, jungle, old school, 


new school — with no attempt to 
explain more than a few basics 
But then, it’s not about the

exists? Junior Vasquez certainly 
thinks so. The reigning queen of 
New York’s scene, his ego domi- 
nates the latter half of the picture 
But many of his contemporaries, 
like Sanchez and Q-Bert, are sur- 
prisingly modest. “I mix records 
creatively to give a feeling to the 
evening,” says Sanchez simply. 

And in leaving the philosophical 
questions unanswered, the La 
Villas ultimately do the same thing; 
they blend music, images and a 
wealth of unique characters to give 
a feeling to your evening. And it’s a 
good feeling. It won’t make you 
want to hang the DJ (or place him 
on a pedestal), but it will make 
you want to dance.

nce upon a time, John 
Waters was a cultural 
pariah in his native city 
of Baltimore. There, while 
making movies about men 
with singing rectums and 
matriarchs of gross families 
who eat dog shit, he always 
remained one step ahead of 
the cops seeking to bust him 
and close down production. 

Now Baltimore has presented 
Waters with the key to the city, 
his work has been the subject of 
a retrospective at the Museum of 
Modern Art in New York, and he 
has been a guest character on the 
Simpsons, something only one 
other filmmaker can boast (two, if 
you count the fact Spielberg’s 
Mexican knockoff was hired to 
make Monty Burns’ white-washed 
biopic). And Waters pushed the 
envelope of good taste so far, no one 
has bothered to pick up the torch 
since he mellowed out in the late ’80s, 
even though his influence is clearly 
evident in the work of filmmakers like 
Paul Bartel, Tim Burton and the Coen 
Brothers. 

All this respectability might make 
Waters feel uneasy. Just like the epony- 
mous character in his latest film Pecker. 

Set in Baltimore (like the vast majority 
of Waters’ films), Pecker concerns itself 
with a young man (Edward Furlong) work- 
ing in the worst sandwich shop in the world. 
He’s an amateur photographer (his camera is a piece 
of junk given to him by his thrift-store owning mom 
played by Mary Kay Place) who sees beauty in the 
gross and the mundane. His girlfriend Shelley 
(Christina Ricci) runs a laundromat with an iron fist. 
(Dyeing your clothes during the wash cycle? This 
Laundry Nazi will ban you from her place for life!) His 
friend is a recitative shoplifter, and also one of 
Pecker’s favorite subject. 

After Pecker’s work is shown at the sandwich shop, 


an art scout (Lili Taylor) convinces him to 
open an exhibition in New York. He 
becomes a hit, Shelley becomes jealous 
and pouty, and his sister Tina (Martha 
Plimpton) gets fired from her job at a 
gay strip bar called the Fudge Palace 
because of the unwanted attention 
Pecker has brought to it. And the tal 
ent scout gives Pecker a state-of-the 
art camera which intimidates him 
Like a lot of Waters’ earlier work 
Pecker is a fable warning us on the 
danger of relying on others to tell us 
what is beautiful and what is not 
3ut with the character Pecker so 
obviously finding fame an irksome 
burden, one is left with the linger- 
ing feeling this movie is Waters’ 
most autobiographical yet 
And outside of 1990's Cry 
Baby, Pecker is Waters’ tamest 
work to date. It also features 
some of his lamest work. (The 
shot of two rats copulating in 
the garbage and his Grandma, 
who has a Virgin Mary ventril- 
oquist dummy and considers it 
a miracle that she can throw 
her voice into it, are vintage 
Waters touches, however) 
The big problem is that the 
jokes seem unfinished and 
the comedy is very broad. 
One scene has Pecker’s 
hyperactive, sugar-addict- 
ed sister snorting peas: it’s 
every bit as unfunny as it sounds. It’s 
like watching the work of a very seedy Jerry Lewis. 
Having waited four years as a fan of Waters’ work, | 
expected better. If you wish to see a good Waters 
film, go rent Desperate Living or Female Trowble 
instead. Pecker isn’t a horrible film, just a damn disap- 
pointing one. At very least, this is the one film which 
will explain to the masses the term “tea bagging.” 
I’m just thankful Waters didn't call his latest work 
Prick.

irector Kenneth Brown has been having his 
t} way with Joseph Andrews — legen Showing 
at the Varscona until Sept. 27, the current 
show is the third mounting of Brown’s adaptation 
of Henry Fielding’s classic novel. The first incarna- 
tion, with a cast of four, garnered considerable 
accolades at the Fringe in '96. The second was 
produced at Grant MacEwan Community College, 
challenging Brown to direct a cast of 23 ona 
severely raked stage the size of a postage stamp. It 
was by all accounts a big success. And now 
Joseph Andrews is back in the real theatre world 
where a nice manageable cast of six carries the 
load of some 39 characters (including a horse). 

Nice and manageable? Well that’s easy for non- 
cast members to say. In a near-heroic level of 
activity, the cast cavorted and.caroused, swooned 
and gave new meaning to ‘physical theatre.’ 

This delightful romp tells the story of Joseph, 
an attrac- 
tive young 
man who in 
an attempt 
to keep his 
virtue and 
that of his 
admirers 
intact, finds 
himself at 
the mercy 
of a 
woman's 
scorn. And 
surely hell hath no fury .. . His employer, Lady 
Booby declares, “I have exposed myself to the 
refusal of my footman. I cannot bear the reflec- 
tion.” 

Henceforth, realizing that firing Joseph is sim- 
ply not damaging enough, she endeavors to make 
his life a living hell. After his dismissal, our man 
sets off for home to find the love for which his 
virtue has been waiting. On the way, he is beaten 
and stripped of his clothing by highway robbers 
and meets up with Parson Adams in whom he 
finds a travelling companion and staunch defend- 
er. They wind their way through a convoluted 
series of sub-plots, complete with brawls, corrup- 
tion in high places, true love, and the discovery of 
a little baby-switching conducted by gypsies. 

All this is beautifully executed by the cast. All 
cast members assist with the narration of the 
story which proves to be a great device for keep- 
ing the flow and quick pace, as well as for juggling 
the myriad roles. Sound effects are achieved on 
and off stage with the ambience of an old radio 
show. Character changes are suggested through 
narration and simple changes of hats or jackets. 

There is no lighting design per se, and there is 
no set — but for a table and four chairs. This mini- 
malist approach only serves to keep the emphasis 
on the text. Rich, creamy and full-bodied, it is the 
language that is the foundation for this work, and 
the close interaction with the audience allows it to 
seep into your funny

Love springs eternal

s Don Juan a really outstanding lover or just a very good 
| secicer In playwright David Ives’ version, the Italian is 

a reluctant stallion who beds a different woman every 
night only to save his soul from hell’s eternal fire 

And we'll catch up with the action 400 years after Don 
Juan strikes his deal with the devil when the Edgewise 
Ensemble presents Don Juan in Chicago-at.the New 
Varscona Theatre. Here’s Don’s daily schedule, according 
to Jeff Halaby who makes his directorial debut: “wake up, 
get laid, get on with life.” 

“It’s the first thing on his list,” agreed I. Jordan 
Thompson who plays the love-weary Don Juan. 

As Ives tells it, Don Juan was an intellectual who at the 
age of 30 realized he had accomplished nothing with his 
life. Ignoring the constant come-ons by the attractive Dona 
Elvira, Juan wishes he could live forever — then he could 
discover the meaning of life and invent great things and 
help humanity. The devil offers to keep Don Juan alive for- 
ever — if he sleeps with a different woman every day for 
all eternity. Thinking this will be a simple thing to achieve, 
he agrees and he rolls Elvira. 

“It’s really kind of easy because she has been trying to 
seduce him for years,” said Jocelyn Ahif, who plays Elvira. 

She then makes a deal of her own — the devil will keep 
her alive until she sleeps with Don Juan again. 

“But he can’t, because the minute he does the same per- 
son twice, it’s straight to hell,” explained Thompson. 

Years pass. Centuries pass. Don Juan puts nearly 
150,000 notches on his bedpost. But he hasn’t accom- 
plished a damned thing with his because he spends so 
much time trying to get laid. 

“He wasn’t even in on the invention of the condom,” said 
Halaby. 

Now, in present-day Chicago, Elvira tracks down her 
man. Is this just another chapter in her endless pursuit? 

“I think she wants to make love with him, but she is very 
tired of living,” said Ahlf. 

The story is compelling and the script by all accounts is 
a gold mine. The dialogue, Ahif said, is like a wild blend of 
“Bugs Bunny and Shakespeare.” 

“The play is pretty much all in the writing. If it was just 
read on stage it would get people really laughing because 
the text is witty and funny,” said Halaby, who's earning a 
reputation as a hard worker and gifted performer. 

Directing, he’s learning, requires a different set of mus- 
cles. “It’s tougher than I thought.” 

But when the Edgewise Ensemble company met to plan 
its second season and Halaby suggested Don Juan, he 
couldn’t recommend anyone but himself to direct. 

“I suggested the show but I didn’t want to hand it over to 
anyone else because then it kinda becomes their baby. 
And there were a few things in this show I really wanted to 
see come to life.”

Tarantino’s characters spout tangents that create 
irony in a delicious way. Characters in Mojo do the 
same. 

Leonard's novels get turned into movies not because 
of their literary worth but because the stories are sim- 
ple, the characters are archetypical and there's plenty 
of violence. Mojo goes for the same appeal. 

The play opens with Potts (Fred Zbryski) and Sweets 
(Clinton Carew) ripped on speed in the upstairs office 
area of a tacky club (design by Robert Shannon). 
Behind a closed door, Ezra, the owner and a pedophile 
to boot, and rock 'n’ roller Silver Johnny (Michael 
Scholar Jr.) are having a meeting, supposedly about the 
pretty boy's rise to Elvis-like stardom, with fellow gang- 
ster Ross. Enter Skinny (Chris Bullough) and Baby 
(Michael Wacholtz), the owner’s son, also in ampheta- 
mine overdrive. Club manager Mickey (Ron Jenkins) 
has been absent that night and (thankfully for us) 
missed the pills. 

In the next scene we find out that Ezra has been 
sliced in half and dumped in two bins out back. The rest 
of the play stays in the power of Baby, a narcissistic 
psychopath, until we find out who sliced daddy-o. 

I've yet to see Cooper show his mettle as a director. 
The actors, directed to go physically over the top with 
the speed thing, left me watching their cerebral-palsied 
manoeuvres instead of listening to the text. 

There is no sense of an arc to the play, just a lot of 
screaming. I tuned out because you can only listen to 
that for so long before a cup of hot cocoa and The 
National are looking pretty attractive.

Each budding designer’s collec- 
tion, devised and constructed over 
the final term of the year-long pro- 
gram, is targeted towards a unique 
demographic niche and has its 
own characteristics. 

Despite those demographic dif- 
ferences, though, not only are 
Handous and Leung linked in their 
search for a place in the fashion 
industry, they also have similar 
ideas about what's around the 
style corner. 

“Nowadays, I see it as the sim- 
pler the better,” offered Handous 
who has created what she calls a 
night-time glamor look for strong 
career women. 

“And there are some things that 
are coming back, like the draping 
from the ’80s. But it’s still really 
simple.” 

Leung's collection, inspired by 
the traditional dresses of Vietna- 
mese women and decorated by 
Asian floral embroidery, leans

toward comfort and wearability 
and is geared towards younger 
career women who still like to 
accentuate their youth and have a 
good time. 

“I like things that are very com- 
fortable,” Leung said. 

“That's the way I am. I find that I 
might have bought clothes that are 
nice but they’re uncomfortable 
and I find that I will not wear 
them. I’ll just keep them in the 
closet.” 

However, Leung’s perspective of 
the coming months and years is 
much similar to that of Handous. 

“If we're going back to the ’80s 
— and some people predict that 
we are — that would be a little 
more complicated for me to do. 
But you could also take all these 
characteristics from the ’80s sil- 
houette and change them into a 
very relaxed style for the year 
2000.” 

“Greys are coming in this fall 
and that’s one of the colors I love 
to work with,” continued Leung. 
“It’s kind of like right in between 
black and white. It’s very mysteri- 
ous; it can be romantic, it can have 
a meaning between youth and 
being serious, or being playful.

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Salon: a scandal sheet or crusading journalism? 


asked me if I'll be writing about 
the Internet release (first in 
text, now on video and Quick- 
Time) of Bill Clinton and Monica

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Fe two weeks now, people have 
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For a couple of years now, peo- 
ple have been ranting about shod- 
dy journalism being cranked out 
on the Internet, in the form of on- 
line newspapers and magazines. 
These electronic scandal sheets 
cater to an enormous audience and 
seem fearless when it comes to 
running controversial news stories. 

The best example of this new 
breed of publication is Salon 
Magazine, an on-line entity which 
a week ago broke an important 
story related to the Clinton-Lewin- 
sky affair. Salon editor David 
Talbot wrote an article revealing 
that Henry Hyde, chairman of the 
House Judiciary Committee (that’s 
the committee that would begin 
action to impeach Clinton) had an 
extra-marital affair-of his own dur- 
ing the 1960s when he sat as a 
state representative. 

-Talbot-was the one reporter and 
Salon the one publication willing 
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to listen to complaints about 
Hyde’s hypocritical behavior; on 
one hand, he might lead a charge 
to boot the president out of office 
for lying about an affair and, on the 
other hand, he’d had an affair him- 
self and wrecked the family of 
Cherrie Snodgrass, the married 
woman he was boinking. 

For months, Norm Sommer, an 
old friend of spurned hubby Fred 







Snodgrass, had been trying to get 
mainstream media to pay attention 
to the story. He called, among oth- 
ers, the New York Times, the Los 
Angeles Times, the Miami Herald 
and the Boston Globe. No one 
would touch the story with a barge 
pole. When Sommer heard about 
Salon on a television show, he 
called Talbot. The editor con- 
firmed Sommer’s story three ways 
— including Hyde’s admission to 
the affair. 

Then Salon had to make a diffi- 
cult decision. Was a 30-year-old 
affair really of any interest to the 
public? In an editorial published 
alongside the Hyde-Snodgrass arti- 
cle, Salon says Special Prosecutor 
Ken Starr declared open season on 
the private lives of all politicians 
when he released the Clinton- 
Lewinsky testimony. Salon despis- 
es Starr’s decision and hopes the 
Hyde story will shake some sense 
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pfenmnipedacal folk rockers

into Starr’s head. 
ugly times call for ugly tac- 


tics,” the Salon editorial reads. 


“When a pack of sanctimonious 
thugs beats you and your country 
about the head with a tire iron, you 
can withdraw to the sidelines and 
meditate or you can grab it out of 
their hands and fight back.” 

That’s what Republicans have 





























been doing. They've accused Salon 
of being Bill Clinton's bulldog and 
asked the FBI to find out who dug 
up the dirt on Hyde. Salon’s e-mail 
system choked on 6,000 hate mails 
in a mail bombing. And its San 
Fransisco-based offices were 
vacated after a real bomb threat 
Sept. 18. 

Talbot says this isn’t a low point 


in journalism, but a turning point.

Playful antics like these kick- 
ed up the energy level in the hall 
and Kun’s powerful and demanding 
stage presence started off the 
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evening with a bang, reassuring dis- 
gruntled fans. The band delivered 
tight and well-seasoned punk 
rhythms in a professional, straight- 
ahead fashion but still maintained 
the raw edginess. 

Building blocks were laid in 
Edmonton for a solid foundation of 
support for future shows. Judging 
from the size of the pit, Guy Smiley 
should have no trouble headlining 
their own show in our fair city.

ale Kavanagh's name isn’t a household word in Canada’s classical guitar 
| community — not yet. The Nova Scotia native has spent the majority of 

her career in Europe following the completion of graduate studies at 
Switzerland’s Musik Academie der Stadt Basel. Recently relocated to 
Toronto, where she lives with her guitarist husband Thomas Kirchhoff, she 
performs Friday, Sept. 25 at 8 p.m. as a guest of the Edmonton Classical 
Guitar Society at Muttart Hall at Alberta College (10050 Macdonald Dr.). 

Kavanagh’s earliest influences sprang from the Celtic traditions of her 
home province. After completing her bachelor of music in Halifax, she stud- 
ied at the Banff Centre for the Arts before going on to Switzerland to work 
with Oscar Ghiglia, whom she met at Banff, in the early 1980s. 

She’s now actively involved in the Amadeus Guitar Duo with her hus- 
band, whom she met in Germany six years ago. “He phoned me up (one 
day) and said, ‘hello, is your name Dale Kavanagh?’ I said, ‘Yes.’ ‘Well, I 
heard you can play really well. I need someone for 40 guitar concerts.’ 

Together, they perform much of the baroque keyboard repertoire tran- 
scribed for guitar as well as music specifically composed for two guitarists. 
As a performer, however, Kavanagh doesn’t consider herself a specialist of 
one period or style. “I have played very much of the standard repertoire . . . 
I am more interested in either finding new pieces — I don’t care what time 
period they come from — (or) enjoying things which haven't been done 
before. . . I play music from every age.” She occasionally performs avant 
garde works in her concerts, but is more likely to include such repertoire in 
the modern music festivals in which she frequently appears. 

As for Friday’s concert, she calls the music “modern but not modern in 
the sense that is avant garde. It is a melodic and rhythmic program.” It fea- 
tures a wide variety of styles and periods, beginning with three dances from

Renaissance composer Michael

Praetorius entitled Terpsichore. 
This is followed by Joaquin

this place does, avoiding both 
kitsch and coldness). This is also 
a dining room that oozes relax- 
ation and sophistication, yet man- 
ages to do so in a casual fashion. 

Now for the food. Overall, this 
wasn't the best meal I’ve had in 
the past six months (the food was 
more than adequate but falling 
just short of truly excellent) but it 
was certainly well presented and 
spectacularly served. One of my 
dining companions described it 
as an evening of three-star food 
and five-star service.

Prostitution and Other Sex Work.

didn’t do anything. ‘They’re just 
whores,’ they said.” 

“Coming out as a prostitute is 
harder than coming out as gay,” 
proclaimed one conference harlot. 
The stigma surrounding the 
world’s oldest profession runs 
deep. Prostitutes spread AIDS. 
Prostitutes are drug addicts, vic- 
tims. Prostitutes are uneducated,

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sexually abused, con- 
trolled by pimps, 
objectified, morally 
corrupt, lacking in 
self-respect . . . 

“Tm addicted to my 
Macintosh computer,” 
laughed Almodovar, 
who says she’s broke 
from spending all her 
hard-earned money 
trying to fight the laws against 
prostitution. Unlike in Canada — 
where prostitution is legal (though 
soliciting is not) — hooking south 
of the border carries a mandatory 
jail sentence. Almodovar has 
served an 18-month prison term. 





“You want to talk degrading? 
Having a guard pull out your tam- 
pon to have a look up there is 
degrading. What do they think 
they’re gonna find — a client?” 

“The myth that prostitution is 
degrading is tired,” said Joelle, a 
sex worker on a panel called 
Demystifying Sex Work. “The most 
humiliating and degrading experi- 
ence I’ve ever 
encountered was 
when I recently 
enrolled in (high) 
school, where my 
life has been threat- 
ened and I’ve been 
called a whore.” 

As for the stereotype that all 
prostitutes were sexually abused 
as children, Joelle has little time 
for that one, either. “Yeah, I was 
abused as a child — I was forced 
to go to Catholic school.” 

Yes, there are women who are 
there due to having no other 
choice. And yes, there are drugs, 
violence, exploitation and coer- 
cion. But, according to Concordia 
University professor Frances 
Shaver — who interviewed 350 
people working the sex trade in 
Montreal, Toronto, Vancouver and 
San Francisco in 1990 — these 
stereotypes don't reflect reality.

My Messy Bedroom 


While society's most visible image of prostitution is 
the hooker in high heels on the corner, Shaver's field 
study found that less than 20 per cent of her subjects 
in most cities worked the street. And not all prosti-_ 
tutes have pimps. Between 50 and 70 per cent of those 
in the study work for themselves, and 50 to 75 per cent 
entered prostitution voluntarily. Education levels and 
incidence of childhood sexual abuse weren't much dif- 
ferent than the population at large and, as for STDs 
and AIDS, risks were higher for these people in their 
private relationships than through work. 

“Ym not trying to challenge the validity of existing 
studies and data,” Shaver said at the conference, “but 
using them as a primary source provides an incom- 
plete and misleading portrait that is likely to lead to 
inappropriate social and legal policy interventions.” 

Like criminalization, for example. Making certain 
aspects of prostitution part of the Criminal Code has 
done nothing to stop prostitution. What it has done is 
make it even harder for anyone who does want to get
